DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 and 16-19 are allowed. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

See pages 7-9 of the Office action, mailed on November 20, 
2002 as Paper No. 21 for additional details. 

Moreover, applicant's claimed invention also patentably 
distinguishes over the prior art of record Phillips et al . (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,870,459) ("Phillips"). Phillips discloses a 
prepaid telephone account system that "monitors the period of 
use" (abstract) however the system monitors the period of use by 
monitoring the duration of individual calls (Fig. 4B, steps 326 
and col. 15, lines 58-65). Therefore, Phillips teaches away 
from the applicant's claim limitations directed to monitoring 
the period of prepaid service without monitoring the period a 
duration of individual prepaid telephone calls. In addition, 
Phillips fails to disclose other claim limitations directed to 
sending a suspend message to the telephone network comprising an 
instruction to suspend the subscriber's local telephone service 
and directed to placing the subscriber's account on hold 
maintained in an inactive state. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to 
avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
